2.1 Background 

About 2,000 years ago the San people moved south toward the present Western Cape Province. The area where George is situated is known 
today as Outeniqua Land. The word “Outeniqua” is derived from a Khoi word which means: “man laden with (or carrying bags of) honey”. It is a 
place not only richly bestowed with natural beauty, but also well known for unparalleled growth and development. 

The French traveller and writer, Francois le Valiant described the area as follows during his visit in the 17 th century: 


“Bloemrijke velden en de Schoonste weiden zetteden dit heerlijk landschap nog meerder luister bij. Ik was 
waarlijk opgetogen van Verrukking... ” 


The second drostdy to be established, in 1811, after the British occupation of the Cape, George was named after King George III of England. In 
1837 George gained municipal status and by 1907 was linked by rail to Cape Town 

Now a days George, the City, forms the administrative hub of the world-renowned Garden Route area. George is nestled below the magnificent 
Outeniqua Mountains. The wide expanse of forests, the blend of mountains, rivers and rich farmlands in close proximity to the sweeping coastline 
of the Indian Ocean and its glorious beaches make George a unique Southern Cape Town. George enjoys a mild climate, with a small difference 
between the minimum and maximum dempritures. The verage annual rainfall of 850 mm is spread throughout the year. An excellent system of 
highways and national roads link George to Cape Town, 420 km away, and Port Elizabeth - a mere 320 km to the east. The area is relatively 
crime free compared to other towns of similar size in the Country and has a well educated work force. 

The municipal area is 1,068km 2 in extent and is situated approximately half way between Cape Town and Port Elizabeth. The municipal area 
includes the following: 

• The City of George; 

• The villages of Wilderness and Herald’s Bay; 

• Various coastal resorts such as Kleinkrantz, Victoria Bay and the wilderness National Park; 

• Rural areas such as the area around Rondevlei, (east of Wilderness), Geelhoutboom, Herald, Hansmoeskraal and Waboomskraal. 

A map of the municipal area as contained in the Spatial Development Framework (SDF) is reproduced below. 
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2.2 Statistics 

Various sources provide demographical information of the Municipal area and the intention is not to copy these sources within this IDP document. 
Readers interested in more statistical information should also source the Draft Spatial Development Framework of the Municipality which gives 
various projections over time, the Ward Based Plans, which gives more ward base information and Stats SA which compare George with other 
places in the Province and nationally. All these sources are available at the Municipality. A document titled: “Profile and Statistics in George 
Municipal area” is available on the website www.aeorqe.orq.za and regularly updated. This provides much more statistical information than what 
is depicted in this IDP document.

Stats SA presents a marginal increase in the population from 2001 to 2007. This is questionable since the growth in business, number of new 
residential, business and industrial developments, increase in backyard dwellers and informal areas suggest not only a steady increase in the 
residing population but also a migration of outsiders to George. Also, the same statistics indicate number of households for George in 2001 at 
35,520 which translate to an average household size of 3 . 8 . Nothing suggests that the household size degrees from 2001 to 2007. However, 
Stats SA number of households for 2007 increase to 42 , 793 . Considering the average size of households it gives a total population of 162,613 for 
2007 which suggests a more realistic figure than 136,542. 

The Draft Spatial Development Framework of George Municipality gives a growth rate of 4, 6% annually between 1995 and 2001 . If this is applied 
for the incumbent years after 2001 , the total population is as follows:

As far as employment is concerned trade, 
accomodation, catering, finance and 
busuness services and general government 
services contribute 56.4% towards 
employment in the municipal area of George. 
A further 10.5% of the work force is 
employed in community and other personal 
services, making almost 70% of the work 
force dependent on the service sector. 

This indicates an advanced or modern 
economy depending on services (the tertiary 
sector) and not so much on the primary 
sector (Agriculture 7.04% and mining 0.2%) 
while the secondary sector (manufacturing) 
contributes 1 1 .7% towards total employment.

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2.6 The Poverty Index 

The Poverty Index for the Western Cape was developed by the Department of Social Development in the Western Cape. The Department used 
10 indicators of which a proportion for each indicator was calculated as a percentage. The poverty index was then calculated by summing the 
scores for each indicator and then dividing by 10 to obtain an average overall score out of 100. A score of 100 would reflect an extremely high 
level of poverty while a score of 0 would reflect an extremely low level of poverty. The table below indicates the poverty rating of George in 
relation to other Municipalities in the Eden District.

2.7 Infrastructure and Services 

Basic services are provided in all areas. However, due to high levels of migration to George, the Municipality experienced continues backlogs of 
services, especially in informal areas. The following sections gives a statistical overview of informal areas and access to basic levels of services. 


2.7.1 Informal Settlements 

A Presentation by the Senior Manager Planning and Housing on 24 October 2008 made at a public workshop was to: 

• Sensitise all role players (corporate business, government, religious institutions, CBO’s, NGO’s and the general public) on the seriousness 
of the situation; 

• To present the current reality; 
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• To obtain inputs; 

• To list additional challenges and solutions to the situation; 

• To determine a way forward. 

In terms of this presentation the situation is as follows: 


There are 24 informal settlements in George; 

There are approximately 5,000 structures housing + 5,000 families in these settlements; 

At an average of 5 persons per household 25,000 people are living in these unacceptable conditions; 

There are currently (October 2008) + 14,500 families on the housing waiting list; 

Approximately 4,200 families are living in back yards; 

The current housing need is accommodation for 19,500 families. This represents 98,000 people, including children; 

The waiting list is growing at a rate of 6% per annum, i.e. 840 new applicants per annum, 

The primary source of funding for housing projects is the Provincial Government Western Cape; 

Most of these settlements are vulnerable for disasters such as floods and destruction by fires due to location in low lying areas and the 
absence of fire breaks; 

Subsidy allocations for the previous and next three years are as follows: 

R15 million; 

R27 million; 

R33.5 million; 

R36.8 million. 

The R27 million allocated for the current year is sufficient to provide 340 houses; 

At this rate, not taking inflation into account, it will take 57 years to provide the required housing and the services; 

The situation is therefore unacceptable and a new approach will have to be considered. Such approach can include: 

o To upgrade informal settlements by providing fire breaks, space for service provision, basic services and access roads; 
o The formation of partnerships with business, communities, organisations, institutions, government; 

o The formulation of additional strategies such as “adopt a settlement”, “adopt a family”, “adopt a student” and by securing the time, 
skills and funds from the public. 

The municipality can not do the above on it’s own. Buy in on the highest level is required to restore the dignity of the people, to transform 
settlements and improve living conditions such as health, safety and education.
